Citizens of most Ontario cities, 
towns and larger Villages are now us- 
ing freely the low-cost electrical ser- 
vice resulting from their co-operative 
efforts under the guidance of the Hy- 
dro-Electric Power Commission. They 
want their fellow citizens in rural 
Ontario to have help in overcoming 
the handicaps to electrical service in 
sparsely populated areas. 


Rural Consumers Receive Special 
Consideration 


The success of rural electrical ser- 
vice in Ontario is due to the active 
co-operation of successive Provincial 
Governments, whose action has re- 
ceived sympathetic endorsement by 
citizens of Ontario’s urban municipa- 
lities. 

Recognizing the fundamental im- 
portance of agriculture, the Provinc- 
ial Government has given special and 
generous aid to the movement for 
electrical service to rural dwellers. 
The Government pays half the initial 
capital cost of distribution lines and 
equipment required; lends money to 
farmers and others for the purchase 
of wiring and equipment, and enables 
the Hydro Commission to fix reduced 
maximum service charges by guaran- 
teeing the difference between the ser- 
vice charges fixed and the actual cost 
of service as determined by the Com- 
mission. The reduction in the service 
charges to farmers through this 
guarantee has in certain districts 
reached up to 40 per cent. 


Service Charges Are Reasonable 

The service charge incorporated in 
rural rates is designed to meet the 
capital charges and operating costs of 
rural distribution lines and equip- 
ment. To serve each rural consumer 
requires twenty to fifty times greater 
length of distribution lines than to 
Serve each urban consumer, with a 
resulting increase in expense. How- 
ever, the greater use of the equipment 
the less each unit of power costs, and 
farmers who make generous use of 
the service and secure the co-opera- 
tion of their neighbors to the same 
end, reap benefits in reduced service 
charges, Already more than 40 per 
cent of rural consumers pay less than 
the Government-guaranteed maximum 
service charges. 

Because electric service in the ru- 
ral home is now so widely used that 
it can be considered a necessity, a 
five-year contract with the consumer 
(instead of the usual twenty-year con- 
tract) is available in districts where 
the townships concerned so approve. 

There has been some misunder- 
standing and some misrepresentation 
respecting the relative cost of service 
in rural power districts and in urban 
communities. Comparisons have been 
based upon service charges applicable 
to entirely different classes of serv- 
ice, as, for example, the service 
charge of 33 cents (30 cents net) 
which, in the cities, is applicable to 
service for lighting and small appli- 
ances only. and the service charge of 
$2.78 ($2.50 net) per month for the 
comprehensive farm service, including 
three horsepower of agricultural pow- 
er, supplied to farmers. Such com- 
parisons ignore the fact that in most 
cities and towns there is an extra| 
service charge of $2.70 per month net 
for a three-horsepower motor. The 
proper basis of comparison, however, | 
is not service charges alone, because 
the other part of the monthly bill— 
energy charges—is in general on a 
more favourable basis in rural power 
districts than in urban municipalities. 
It is necessary, in making comparis- 


, ons, to consider the total cost of com- 


parable service. ‘ 

Urban domestic service is similar in 
character to the hamlet service in 
rural power districts. For those who 
make reasonably full use of the serv- 
ice, the net monthly bill in hamlets 
in progressive districts, though some- 
what higher than in cities and towns, 
is actually less for equal consumption 
than in many urban villages.

Late Hatches Not Profitable 


There is generally a tendency at 
this season of the year to continue 
hatching operations, especially if the 
early hatches have been disappoint- 
ing. Alt ough it is not always the 
case, generally speaking, it is not ad- 
visable to continue hatching heavy 
breeds after April and the lighter 
breeds about the middle of May, if 
they are to be brought into production 
by October—-the most desirable month 
to insure a good yield during the sea- 
son of peak prices. 

If the stock cockerels are now to 
be removed from the mating pens— 
and this practice is the most desirable 
when the eggs are to be marketed— 
then they should be fed sparingly a 
normal ration not too rich in animal 
feed. They will be kept in better con- 
dition if they can be given the liberty 
of a grass range some distance away 
from the hens, and fed a limited quan- 
tity of grain and a light dry mash 
in which the meat meals should not 
exceed ten per cent. 

Cannibalism is rampant at this 
season” of the year in some flocks 
of chickens. Although this trouble 
is usually the result of injudicious 
feeding, it is frequently caused by

feeding hopper space, or poor ventil- 
ation in the brooder. The remedy is

Current Crop Report 

Spring seeding is practically com- 
pleted throughout the province. A 
large amount of extra work was ne- 
cessitated in most districts as the re- 
sult of winter killing of wheat and 
clover fields.

(Furnished by the Onterio Department of Agriculture) 


“If Canada is going to get its share 
of the British trade in poultry, in 
bacon, in live cattle, or in any other 
of its agricultural products, the value 
and necessity of doing things better, 
mot worse than competitors must be 
regarded as all important,” said Mr. 
W. A. Wilson, Canadian Government 
Animal Products Trade Commissioner 
in London, England, during his pre- 
sent visit to the Dominion. “We made 
@ good reputation with our first 
shipment of turkeys, because the qua- 
lity was there and they were graded 
and packed according to government 
standards. The British trade responds 
to work well done. There is the mar- 
ket for Canadian poultry and other 
products and the password is Qua- 
lity. 

“The season for exporting poultry 
to Britain should be designed’ for the 
twelve months of the year. Buyers 
over there do not want to change 


.| their source of supply if they can be 


assured of the demand being met at 
all times. 

“Canada should follow the same po- 
icy in connection with the present 
Opportunity open for the export of 
dressed chickens as it has done with 
turkeys exported to Britain for the 
1932 and 1933 Christmas trade. The 
1,000,000 pounds of turkeys shipped 
in 1932 were 100 per cent. as to qua- 
lity. In 1983 they were not quite so 
good as the’ pervious year but this 
was due to some unusual difficulties 
associated with the shipping and are 
surmountable, Turkeys for the British 
Christmas trade must reach the buy- 
ers at least one week before Christ- 
mas day.” 


Couci;ircen Control 

Out of the twenty-two methods of 
eradicating couch grass tested by the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
the partial summer-fallow followed by 
ah intertilled crop has given the most 
satisfactory results. 

The partial summer-fallow is com- 
menced imemdistely after a crop of 
hay has been removed. The couch 
grass area is then ploughed to a depth 
of four inches ‘and the furrows are 
worked down with a disk. After the 
sod has been sufficiently rotted the 
cultivator is used to bring the couch 
grass roots to the surface of the 
ground, 

Tt has been discovered from experi- 
ments conducted by the Freld Hus- 
bandry Division that three or four 
days’ exposure of couch grass roots 
on the surface of the ground during 
warm dry weather is sufficient to kill 
them. For this reason cultivation 
should be repeated every three or four 
days during dry weather in order to 
bring a fresh layer of couch roots to 
the surface. The area partially sum- 
mer-fallowed in this- way is ploughed 
again in the fall to a depth of six 
inches. 

In the following spring corn is plant- 
ed on the summer-fallowed area. The 
corn receives five cultivations, and 
two hoeings during the growing sea- 
Son to keep down any remaining 
growth of couch grass. When one 
does not wish to grow an intertilled 
crop a smother crop such as buck- 
wheat may be grown instead. 

Spring ploughing without any pre- 
vious working 6n the land followed 
by an intertilled crop is a very in- 
efiective method of controlling couch 
grass, Fall ploughing, which is the 
usual practice, is superior to spring 
ploughing, but it is also very ineffect- 
ive, The “summer-fallow by an 
intertilled crop is decidedly better 
than either spring or fall ploughing.

BY CONFERENCE 


At the Bay of Quinte United church 
Conference the allotment for the va- 
rious presbyteries contained in the 
missionary and maintenance report is 
as follows: 

Belleville, $36,000; Cobourg, $18,- 
500; Kingston, $35,000; Lindsay, 
$18,500; Oshawa, $35,500; Peterboro, 
$23,500; Renfrew, $29,000. The con- 
tributions from the Bay of Quinte 
conference last year showed a de- 
crease of 11 per cent. from the year 
1932. 

Rev. Dr. Robert Laird in his address 
stated that the expenditures of the 
church in Canada had been reduced 
from $1,428,000 in 1928 to $440,000 
last year. In 1931 the total amount 
spent on foreign missions amounted 
to $810,000 and in 1933 this had been 
reduced to $457,000. The staff of men 
engaged on home mission work had 
been reduced from 1,509 to 1,136 last 
year, and the expenditures in this re- 
gard had been reduced from $1,092,- 
000 in 1931 to $617,000 in 1933. 

The speaker stated that of $18,000 
giving units within the United church 
only 22 per cent contributed to foreign 
missions, and stated that work should 
be carried on to increase the percent- 
age contributing to the cause. In giv- 
ing the figures of the invested funds! 
of the church, Dr. Laird stated that | 
their value had risen from 2.7 per, 
cent below book value in 1931 to 
less than one per cent this year.

Pasture 


The first cutting of experimental 
pasture plots on the Central Exper- 
imental Farm was made on May 25th. 
These came through the winter in ex- 
cellent condition and at present, pre- 
sent a very fine appearance. Another 
series of pasture plots will be grazed 
by sheep throughout the season. A 
third field of 21 acres, adjoining the 
Prescott Highway, contains a num- 
ber of pasture mixtures, with different 
fertilizer treatment. These will be 
pastured by dairy cows. The object of 
all these tests is to determine the 
best seed to use when seeding down a 
field that is intended for pasture, and 
to find how they should be fertilized 
and grazed to produce the best re-

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Let the Harrow Save the Hoe in the 
Corn Field 


Many fields of corn will be seeded 
during the last week'in May. If the 
land is well prepared before seeding, 
weed growth will be checked. A few 
days after seeding the corn, however, 
weeds will begin to appear. These 
small seedlings may be easily killed 
by harrowing with a. spike tooth 
harrow. A second and third harrowing 
after the corn is up will do little da- 
mage to the corn and will destroy 
many small weeds and make hoeing 
and cultivating, later on, much easier. 
The harrowing must be done when the 
weeds are very small.

It is the opinion of the Council 
that the increasing number of police 
dogs in the township accounts for 
the increase in the number of sheep 
killed. They will also attack and 
chase cattle. Parties living on the 7th 
concession complained to the Coun- 


| cil of dogs chasing their young cattle 


on four different occasions, killing a 
heifer owned by J. Farrell and. ser- 
iously injuring another owned by Mrs. 
J. Ryan. 

It is the intention of the Councli to 
amend the by-law under which the 
Dog Tax and Sheep Protection Act 
is enforced in that township by an 
additional clause under which the 
owners of police dogs will pay 4 tax 
of $10.00 and a bonus of $2.00 will be 
paid to any party who kills a dog 


while in the act of killing or chasing 


sheep, providing such party can fur- 
nish sufficient evidence to satisfy the 
Council that the dog had been chasing 
sheep at the time or shortly before 
being killed. Section VIII of the Sheep 
Protection Act provides that any per- 
son may kill a dog that is found be- 
tween sunset and sunrise straying 
from the premises from which he is 
habitually kept, or straying at any 
time where sheep are kept. Section IV 
Clause 4 of the Dog Tax Act provides 
that every owner of a dog who ne- 
glects to obtain a tag and keep it se- 
curely fixed on his dog shall be liable 
to a penalty of $10.00. 

It is the intention of the Council 
to see that: the Dog Tax and Sheep 
tection Act is fully enforced in 
the muatenality and will take such 
action as may be-necessary to protect 
the ratepayers from this needless ex- 
pense.

Fgetewheat 
‘ Buckwheat usually is a very~-70- 
ful and profitable crop. It can also be 
very damaging. 

Buckwheat is one of the most ef- 
fective and economical means of 
checking weeds and at the same time 
it produces a profitable cash crop. 
As a controller of weeds it can be 
sown after an extensive period of 
summer fallow during the first week 
‘of July. and any weeds that remain 
will be effectively smothered by the 
rapid growth of the crop. The mar- 
ket has improved recently also and 
buckwheat, particularily the variety 
Silver Hill, is finding a good demand 
in European countries. The rough or 
rye buckwheat may be a slightly 
heavier ‘ylelder but should not be 
grown for export. 

If sown too early buckwheat has a 
very damaging effect on the light | 
honey crop. Thousands of beekeepers 
in this province have experienced the 
affect of an early buckwheat honey 
flow. What would otherwise have been 


good light honey of clover or other/ 


superior flavors, only too often has 
‘been spoiled through the influence of 
even a slight amount of buckwheat. 

Buckwheat gives just as good re- 
turns as a grain crop and is more ef- 
fective as a weed destroyer if sown 
after the first of July. At the same 
time it permits the light honey crop 
to be safely removed before the buck- 
wheat flow and thus separates natur- 
ally the higher priced honey from the 
less valuable. This results in greatly 
increased profits to the beekeepers. 

The apiary with its millions of bees 
is a valuable asset to any farm. The 
apiary owner should be encouraged to 
maintain his beeyard in any satisfac- 
tory lotation and the best and most} 
practical method of encouragement is 
to discontinue, the practice of early| 
sowing of bu “Kkwheat.

BANK IS ROBBED.

ADMIT THEFT 
OF DYNAMITE 


Charged with the theft of over sixty 
sticks of dynamite and fifty feet of 
fuse, George Gifford, 36, of Madoc, 
Russell Bishop, 19, of Kingston, and 
Thomas Embigh, 23, of Deloro, all 
pleaded guilty in Monday’s County 
Police Court held in Belleville before 
His Worship, Magistrate R. R. Case- 
ment. Embigh and Bishop were given 
a year’s suspended sentence while 


Gifford, the ring leader in the esca- 


pade, was sentenced to serve six’ 
months determinate with a further in-! 
determinate sentence of six months, 
in the Ontario Reformatory. 

The trio were arrested by Provinc- 
ial Constables Grey and Hill following 
a complaint lodged by Mr. J. P. Hen- 
niger of the Henniger and Scott Con- 
struction Company, operating near 
the village of Marmora on Highway. 
No. 7, where the dynamite was stol- 
en on the night of June 9th last. The 
dynamite was later recovered, but no 
information relating to previous such! 
thefts was brought to light. 

Neither Bishop or Embigh possess- 
ed any previous criminal record, lead- 


ing His Worship to take a rather len-! 


fent stand in meting out sentence to 
them. Gifford, on the other hand, had 
three previous convictions registered 
against him and was alleged to have 
threatened to kill Bishop and Embigh | 
if they “squealed” on him. The two 
younger men admitted carrying the 
dynamite away and hiding it for Gif- 


ford, while the latter broke open the, 


dynamite box and took the explosives. 

Before meting out sentence to Gif- 
ford, Magistrate Casement addressed 
the accused man at length. “I do not 
like the term punishment. I believe 
in restraining those who cannot be- 
have themselves by putting them 
where they cannot commit crimes,” 
said His Worship, as he sentenced the 
accused to not less than six months 
nor more than 12 months in the Ont- 
ario Reformatory. The other two ac- 
complices beat a hasty retreat from 
the court, after being severely repri-; 
manded by the Bench relating to their 
future associates.
